The 
word Prophet is vſed in two ſenſes in the Scripture z in a 
fric ſenſe, and in alarge: in a fri, and thus iris pur for 


rived from the Greeke yerbe ayipyu , which fignifieth ro 
divine: and of theſe diuiners there have beene two forts : 
firſt, ſuch as did divine truly and fincerely , thus eAgabus 
was a true Prophet, As 11.298. foretelling of a famine, 
which alſo came to paſſe in the dayes of Clandins Ceſar. 
Secondly, ſuch as did dinine falſly, or jf truly, yer nor fin- 
cerely: ſuch aF did diuine falfly, chus thoſe qco. in 1. Km. 
22. which propheſied that Ahab might goe vp to Ramoth 
Gzlead and proſper, were falſe Prophets, as appeared by 
the cuent. And thus the Heathen Oracles, which prophe- 
fied (as © Saint eFuguFzme bath it, that the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion ſhould continue but 365. yeares , were found lying 
Oracles, our Religion-having continued already aboue 
ſixteene hundred yeares, yea ir hath beene from: the 
beginning. Secondly, ſuch as ,did prenunciate truely 
bur not ſincerely : thus the © nine S$:by/s which ſprung 
vp amongſt the Heathen, and propheſfied concerning the 
incarnation of Chriſt, and of his comming. to iudgemenr, 
they were not tobe eſteemed true Prophetefles, becauſc 
howſocuer they predited many truths,yet they ſerued che 
divels turne in that which they did: ſeeking the credit of 
his kitgdome, and notthie glory of God. Much like vnto 
our vawitching witches, which doe ſome ſeeming good 4 


in the Common-wealth in helping men ſometimes to |

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| Teacher: and in this ſence Miniſters are called Prophets 
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theirpoods, and yet cannot be truely called good mem- 

bers, becauſe whacſoeuer good they do , they do it in the 
diuels name, for the crediting of his kingdome; doing a 
thouſand times more miſchiefe ro mens ſoules that ſeeke 
ynto them, then good to rheir bodies or eſtates. 

Now here a queſtion may be moued, viz, whether the 
gift of true ſincere prediQion in marters divine bee vtterly 
| ceafſed or no. Learned ® Ayers ſaith ,that jr were raſh- 
neſſe totally to denie the gifc of Propheſie to the whole 
Church at theſe dayes; but by the leaue of that learned 
and worthy man, I will be bold to ſay that the donum Pro- 
pheticum, or gift of Prophelying, as it was in the Prophets 
of old, which did breath new Scriprure, and foretell things 
to come certainely and infallibly, is finally ceafſed, becaule 
the Scripture is now ſo compleat, as that nothing muſt bee 
added - wy he 22. 18, 

Secondly, the word Prophet is taken fometimes in a 
large ſence, and thus it is vſed for a chiefe Speaker or 


in d1vers places in the new Teſtament : and thus alfo the 
Heathen Prieſts which were © Anri/ites fanorum , as one 
{peaketh, the Clarkes of the Cloſſer in the Idols Temples, 
were called Prophets. Thus in like manner-eAratus and 
Epimenides Heathen Poers are tearmed Prophets in holy 
Scripture as being chiefe Speakers-and Teachers among 
their Countrymen. Thus the word was which is the viu- 
all word inthe HebrewBible',. pur for « Propher, comes 
of the root 212 as two of the Jewiſh © Rabbines which are 
beſt Icterpreters of. the proprictic of their owne language 
have noted, and the word 2v or 22 ſignifies to ſpeakes 
as well as to bud. And herein appeareth the vſefulneſle of 
the Rabbins, in that they goe beyond all the Lexicons in 
the world ' for the naturall derivation of the Hebrew

tearme ours,not becauſe they are of vs,but becauſe like vn- 
welcome gueſts, they will needs live amonſt vs : for this 
cauſe Chrilt forewarneth his Diſciples here to beware of 
falſe Prophers,that is, to beware of the Phariſes,leR their 
iudgement ſhould be A in the maine,namely con- 
cerning the DoRrine of Iuftification.

ſpeaks) the very torerunner of Antichrilt; and fo by conſe- 
quence all the Popes that euer haue ſucceeded him in that 
lea, to haue bene Toy erriypioor, that great Antichriſt. 
Secondly,he foreſaw many talſe Prophets ariſing in the

and ſuperabounds amongſt themlelues. Haue they not 
the Thomiſts againſt the Scotiſts , and the Scotilts againſt 
che Thomiſts,and the Occhamiſts againſt them both? haue 
they not the Teſuites againſt the Friers , and the Friers a- 
gainſt the Ieſuites , and the Maſſe-priefis enuying both? 
Yea, what are their ſeuerall orders of Franciſcans , Do- 
minicans, Auguſtinians, and ſuch like , but ſo many 
different fations among themlſelues diſagreeing , al- 
though like Sampſons Foxes they bee tyed togerbet by 
the tayles with fire-brands betweene , being ouer-awed

In reſpeR of themiclues, they mnſt 9) yogi yep 
dzv7oi; looke to themſclues, leſt any ſonne of Belial,or any 
inſtrument of Anticbrift be ſo impudent as to preſle into 
their royall preſence to ſeduce them, and this they had 
needero looke vnto with infinite circumſpeRtion; becauſe 
the beloued Diſciple Saint 7h» in his Apocalips, c. 16. v. 
13, 14+ giues them an tems, that three vncleane ſpirits like 
frogs ſhall come out ofthe mouthof the Dragon;and out 
of the mouth of the falſe Propher , being ſpirits of Djuels 
working miracles, and going forth to the Kings of the 
earth, and of the whole world, 8c. 

Secondly, Princes mult 73 Troy ay Tw Ada agyoutyw,De- 
ware of falſe Prophets in reſpeR of their ſubiccts. They

cry for ſuch things , bur the danger is rather in ſatisfying 
their valawfull and finfull defires, for herein they pro- 
uoke Gods anger againſt themſelues, as Salomon did, 1. 
King.11.9. | 
Secondly,Minifters muſt 73 7yogiyev a3 797 Leudorpopy- 
To»,beware of falſe Prophets. Theymuſt beware of reading 
and preferring theerroneous poſtils of pſeudoprophets be- 
fore the Orthodox writings of ſound Diuines: the want of 
this good take heed is the cauſe that many young Miniſters 
come quickly to be corrupred intheir judgements, and in 
ſtead of teaching,doe rather corrupt others. Secondly,they 
muſt beware in peſpect of their flocke(caueant ergo Mini- 
frs)leſt while they fleepe the enuious man ſowe tares,as ir 
is inthe Goſpell.Thirdly,they muſt beware of entertaining 
peace with common ſeducers ,” that is an euill peace and a 
bad concord indeede which is betweene the Shepheards 
and the Wolues, as a learned man ſpeaketh.

Chrift,thaz when Cerinchus that damnable Heretick came | 


into the ſame Bath where ob» was waſhing himſelfe, the 
Apoſtle ſprang or leapt out of the Bath, as the Author 
© ſignificantly ſpeaketh , fearing leſt God ſhould haue 
ſhewne a viſible judgement vpon him by the fall of the 
roofe of the Bath, if hee had remained in the company of 
ſuch a wretch, Oh that there were ſuch an abhorring in 
vs Mniſters at theſe dayes, for ſurely then errours would 
not ſo thriue as they doe. Fifthly , Minifters muſt cake 
diligent notice of the errours that ſpring vp intheir times, 
as the learned Fathers did in their-dayes, and by their 
preaching muſt beat downe to their power the ſame er- 
rors. It is reported concerning the mother of Gregyrie 
N az5anzene, by ſome (although it bee ſomewhag other-

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ther) That ſhe dreamed when ſhee was conceiued of that 
worthy lighr of the Church , that ſhee had in her wombe 
a white whelpe, which by bis barking ſhould drive away 
the Wolues from the Skheepefold.

vnderltand chem that differ in opinion from vs in ſmaller 
nzatters, although I with from my beart that wee were al! 
of one judgement.in the leaſt things,es well as in th2 grea- 


teſt: neither are we to vnderſtand thereby them which of 
meere imple ignorance hold ſome errour at the leaſt for a 
time againſt the maine foundation of Chriſtian Religion. 
The Apofiles themſelucs were ignorant for atime , both 
of the death, and alſo of the reſurreRion of Chriſt , and 
therefore when our Sauiour ſpake of either of theſe , they 
wondered, as beieg carried away indeede (as men,though 
not as Apoſtles ) with the common errour of the times, 
which was this, to wit,that the Mefſiah ſhould neuer dye, 


and ſo by conſequence ſhould neuer riſe againe. But by 
falſe Prophets in this queſtion we are to vnderſtand , firſt 
ſuch as obſtinately perſiſt in fundamentall errours, after 
ſufficient m2anes vſcd for their conuition, yea not one- 
ly perſiſt, but alſo endeauour to diſperſe their pernici- 
ous errours to the peruerting of others, ſeeking wirhall 
to ſupplant the contrary truth : according to that deſcrip- 
tion of falſe Prophers giuen by a learned © Spaniard; 
They are falſe Prophets which teach = the truth of 
Faith, Secondly, ſuch alſo, whoſe herefies are either Blal- 
phemous in the doctrine it ſelfe, as the Arians; or traite- 
rous againſt ſoueraigntie , as the Icſuites ; and where both 
theſe cohcurre,the perſons in whom they meet do cerrain- 
ly deſerue athouſand deaths. Firſt, becauſe they corrupt 
the faith , and if ſuch as corrupt and poyſon the ſprings of 
water,at the which men and beaſts recciue their drinke,de- 
ſerue capitall puniſhment , how much more they , which 


as much as in them is, doe impoiſon the freſh ſprings of | 


Sion. Secondly, becauſe they murder mens foutes, yea 2s 
farrt as poſſibly chey can, they murder Chriſt in a Chriſti.

Againe, we haue divers examples of this lawfull ſeuc- 
ritie executed ypon Idolaters in former ages. Firſt,in X/5- 
iah,in x. King. 18. 40. commanding all the Prophets of 
Baal to be flaine. Secondly, in /ehw,in 2. King.10.24,25. 
ciuing the like command conccrning the worſhippers of 
Baal. Thirdly, in all the iababitants of the land of 7«da,in 
2.Kivg.11.18. who deſtroyed all the houſes of Baa, and 
flue Matranthe Priclt before the Altars. 

Furthermore, wee haue examples alſo in the Ecclefiafti- 
call Hiſtories: Firſt, in Conſtantine that famous Chriſtian 
Emperour,who enacted a [tatute, as appeares by a © letter 
of his written to one Taxrwus, That if any did offer Sacri- 
fice vpon the Altars : Gladio vitore ſterneretur: he ſhould 
be put to death by the ſword , and his goods confiſcate. 
The like was enacted by © Theodoftus, and Valentinianue, 
by n—— alſo, as the ſame Hexry Bullinger recor- 

cth,

And thus Fa- 
miliſts and Anabaptiſts come in ſheepes: clothing ,- which 
vſe to bring Scripture peruerted-to proue their tenets, as 
though the Scripture of truth did in-any fort fauourrtheir 
errors: and thus Aris came inſheepes clothing, of whom 
I haue read,that he brought 42.places out ef the Scripture 
to proue,that Chriſt was meere man and not God, againſt

on chem, this being the laſt meanes that the Church can 
vſe to cure them : according to that of e-ſriſtetle, pu- 
niſhments are kindes of medicines; but howſoecuer ſedu- | 
cers themſelues and their court-{landering adherents do 
take it, I am ſure all good people haue great cauſe to 
praiſe God for rhe zeale of our Gouernours in this re- 
ſpe : our bodies mighr as ſafely live in a roaring wilder- 
neſſejn the midſt of Wolues and Tygers , as our ſoules jn 
our ſtrongeſt Cities amongſt ſeducers, if there were not 
Courts of Juſtice to ſuppreſle them. n

This man ago it ar9g9re yur636; being metamorpho- 
ſed or changed trom a man to a Wolte, as © Plats ſpeakes 
of a Tyrant, was diſcouered to the forenamed Honourable 
Court, and teſtified againi'vpon the oaches, not of Knights 
of the Poſt, but of many honeſt conſc1oneble mea, againſt 
whoſe perſons or ſayings, Hetherington bimſel'e the party 
defendant did propound no manner of exceptions ; not- 
withſtanding hee had ſufficient time allowed him by the 
Court, nor cuer ſomuch as offered to except againſt them 
in any Legajl courſe : by the tettimonies ot cheſe yntainred 
Witneſſes, which were not a few , and whereof two were 
Miniſters of good note,it appeared and was proued.

| Bookes, The ſaid Hetheringtonand his FaRtious company, 
haue certaine Bookes wherewith they do vſually ſeduce 
and withdraw men and women from the Church of Eng- 
land : and theſe ſeducing Bookes are of two ſorts , cither 
ſuch as were made by Hetheringtox himſclfe ( for it is true 
Which Horace ſaith , Scribimm indofts doftique poemata 
paſſim, ignorant 1diors in our daies will be writing Books 
as well as the Learned)or ſuch as were made by his prede- 
ceffor,7.L. who was as it ſeemes the ringleader of this fa- 
Rious company before Herherugton: for let vs take notice 
of this certainty, that when any Se&maſter dies or leaueth 
| a place, cirher amongſt Anabapriſts, or Familiſts, another 
ordinarily ſucceeds him in the miniftcation ro vphold the 
faRion. | 

The firſt Booke written by Hetherington him(elfe, who 
of a Boxe-rmaker'is now become a Bookemaker, is that a- 
gainſt one Smith an Anabaptiſt, wherein vader a colour of 
wricing againſt Anabapriſts, he broacheth (but very cun- 
ningly) his owne fainilifticall errors, 

In this booke againſt Smith, printed inthe yeare, r610. 
he cunningly coucheth many dangerous errors : to'name

At page 1, he acknowledgeth no other Church but that 
which conſiſts of liuing ſtones, meaning by his Charch of

Wherein by the way) 7eſop deſerues no ſmall 
rebuke , for whereas at that time hee made a ſhew of tur- 
ning fromthe Anabapriſts to the Church of £-g/and, hee 
turned not to ys but to Herheringtons faftion, and conſpi- 
red with him about the making of this erronious Booke; 
how beir by his hypocryricall ſeeming to turne, hee reaped 
no ſmall gaine to himſelfe,as it is well knowne. But to let 
him paſle,and to come to the errors of the Booke.

Corne the next night burned, A couctous Flaxwoman at 
Kingſtat in Fraxce in the yeare 1559. vſing with her mai- 
dens to worke in her trade ypon the Lords day, herflaxin 
|  -| an extraordinary manner tooke fire the ſame day , burnt 
* © [herhouſe,and ſo ſcorched her ſelfe and two of her children 
that they ail of them dyed the next day. Stratford vpou A- 
| #0% was twiſe almoſt conſumed with fire in one yeare;and 
the like judgement was ſhewed vpon Texerton in Dexon- 
| ſewre : both which townes were knowae to ſuffer much 
prophanation of the Sabbath. In the yeare 1 582. /a-13, 
being the Lords day , the ſcaffolds in Pariſgardenfell vn- 
y der the people at a Bearchaiting,ſo that cight wete ſodain- 
4 ly ſhine,and many others hurt and maimed. Alſo a certaine 
| Nobleman vſually propbaning the Sabbath-by hunting,

The good women which made ſcruple to 
 annoint the body of Chriſt vpon the Sabbath , made no 
| ſcruple to come to doe it ypon the firſt day of the weeke, 
| becauſe as yet they were ignoram that they ought to cele- 
brate that day. | 
Eightly, whereas they obieR rhat the day which wee 
obſcrue is tearmed the firſt day of the weeke , Luke 24-1: 
and therefore that it is a weeke day , not a Sabbath day. 1 
anſwer, this is a meere cauill. For it is tearmed the firſt 
day of the weeke , not fimply, but inreſpeRt of the Jews/b 
Saturday; in which regard alſo it is called the eight day 
in divers places. Burt when the Spixit in Scripture ſpeaketh 
poſitively and fimply of it,he tearmes it the Lords day,Re- 
wel. 1.10. which is indeed the moſt proper name of it, al- 
nog wee yſe a latitude of words in expreſſing one and 
the ſame thing by diuers names. 
Ninthly, whereas they obieR that they keepe every day 
a Sabbath , andtherefore that they are vniuſtly axed for 
Sabbath-breakers ; yea, that they come to the Church vp- 
onthe Lords day as well as others, and heare Sermons, 
and receiue the Sacraments, &c. that they hold the mora-« 


| |litiz of the fourth Commandemenrt,and the like. I anſwer, 


if to trade, tolabour in their particular callings , and to 
elteeme euery day alike, be to keepe cuery day a Sabbath, 
then they keepe cuery day ; but what is this but vnder co- 
lour of keeping euery day a Sabbath, to keepe no day at all 
as4t ought to bee kept. Secondly, wee deny not but they 
may come to the Church as well as others vpon the Lords 
day, and heare the Word , and receiue the Sacrament; but 
inthe meane time how doe they demeane themſelues 
when they hauc heard? Is it nor famoully knowne how 
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they meet together to cenſure the Miniſters , tocontradiRt 
the DoQrine,8c.do nor many in the Citic know this|ro be 
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true, and was it not depoſed againſtthem : againe,though 
they may receive the Sacrament to keepe themſelues 
from trouble, yet what reuerent opinion haue they of the 
Sacraments, eſpecially of Baptiſme, affirming that ic nei- 
ther confers nor confirmes grace to the heart of any: as ap- 
peares in /eſops booke,at page 61.Thirdly,they do meere- 
ly equiuocate when they ſay they hold the morality of the 
fourth Commandement : for.the morality of that Com- 
mandement is that one day of ſeauen ſhould be ſer apart 
for Gods worſhip, and kept for conſcience ſake in obedi- 
ence to Gods Commandement : but this they are notori- 
ouſly knowne to denie that any ſuch day ſhould bee now 
celebrated in conſcience of Gods Law: and therefore they 
do deny the morality of the fourth Commandemeat in the 
right ſenſe thereof, ; 

Tenthly , whereas they obie out of Maſter 7yndals 
Workes, or ſome other bound vp with his , that the Anci- 
ent Fathers haue bene of their opinion concerning the Sab- 
bath, Ianſwer, that is as true as the yaine boaſt of Popiſh 
Champions is , which pretend that all the Fathers are on 
their fides . % 

Indeed the Fathers and Doctors of the Church muſt be 
read carefully and warily in this point concerning the Sab- 
bath , or elſe men may cafily miſtake their meaning and 
abuſe their judgement. They ſpeake of divers kinds of 
Sabbaths : Firſt, of a Sabbath of the © letter , whereby is 
meant the Jewiſh Sabbath. Secondly, of a « myſticall $ab- 
bath, which is a reſting vpon God. Thirdly, of a* delicate 
Sabbath, when a Chriſtian 1s made one ſpirit with Chriſt, 
as * one of the amtients ſpeakes. Fourthly, of a ſpiritual 


Sabbath , when wee depart from iniquitie , and become. 


praQiſers of ſanCification as Þ another of the antients 
ſpeakes , if that worke by the cunning of ſome be not 
wrongfully aſcribed vnto him. Fifthly ,of an ® eternall Sab- 
bath in heauen, which is aneternall reſt in that moſt bliſ- 
full place. Sixthly, of a © morall Sabbath, which is a day 
ſet apart by God himſelfe in the fourth A 6 
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for his owne ſeruice. Seuenthly, of an * idle Sabbath, when 
men will reft from the workes of their particular callings 

vypon the Sabbath day, but will not imploy themſclues in 

Gods Service : now theſe Ignoramul-ſes when xhey heace 

that the Fathers ſpeake of-a myſticall Sabbath, preſently 

they conceiue as though'the moral Sabbath were meere- 
ly myſticall ; and when they heare that the Fathers ſpeake 

of an idle Sabbath , they preſently cenſure the morall Sab- 
bath tobein the judgement ofthe ancients an idle day:and 

thus they peruert the judgement of antiquity many times. 
I ſpeake not this to iuſtifie all the Fathers in cuery particu- 
lar ſentence of theirs concerning the Sabvarh , quandogue 
bonus dormita!

Bernhard non vidit omnia, as it is in the Prouerbe : the 

Fathers have had their Nzuo: or failings in their writings 

as a © learned man hath affirmed ; and fo in like manner .

tothe Church to diſpoſe of the Sabbath, and to alter it a- 
gaine concerning the day, fo ſhee obſerue one day in ſea- 

uen,then T hopeany Church vnder the Sunne,dare to arro- |

thing, ifit be but inſound onely, from the Writings of Fa- | 
mous men, to patrotiize at the leaſt in ſhew their. owne 

. | kereticall and ſchiſmaticall opinions, like vnto ſpiders 

ſucking poyſon from thoſe writings ; from the which a 

more judicious Reader would deriue ſound edificationand 

inſtruction. | 


Thus for (onfutation concerning the S abbath, 26 | 
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Hetherin otons opinion confuted concer- | 
ning the Bookes of Eſdras, 


$ Dom ſecond thing which we propounded concerning 
matter of Confutation, is touching the Bookes of Ef- 
dras : the which bookes Hetherington holdeth (as hath 
beene proucd againſt him by witneſſes) to bee canonicall 
Scripture,and that they ought ſo to be eſteemed: where- 


in may appearethe pride and infolency of this man, who 
being altogether vnlearned ( vt pore qui nullums linguans 
nonit =_ [nam maternam) yet will take vpon him in' 
oppoſition to the whole Church both reformed and vn- | 
reformed, to canonize new Scripture : 'in which particu- 
lar be ſheweth himſelfe to be worſe then the very Papiſts : 
the < Papiſtschough they haue recciued ſome other Apo- 
chryphall Bookes into the Canon; yet they haue reicted, 
or at the leaſt not receiued the Bookes of E/aras : bur let 


bim and his Proſelytes know emts//imiem efſe, that it is the 
ſafeſt courſe as Saint * A»g»ſtine faith, to receiue onely 
for Canonicall Scripture, ſuch bookes 8s all Catholike 


| Churches receive. And indeede it concernes authority 


ro take this to heart; for if it- were at cuery priuate mans 
choice what bookes he would receiue to bee Canonicall, 
what would become of the true Chriſtian Faith, or what 
{warmes of errors and corruptionof faith would not im- 
mediately inuade the Church as wee ſee in Popery, whilſt 
they haue received pretended Apoſtolicall Traditions, in- 
truded into the Canon diuers Apocryphall bookes, and 
entertained the ® ſentences of the Pope and the Court of 
Rome as inerrant truth, and haue ® equalized traditions 
to the Canonicall Scripture, what is become of the 
Orthodoxe faith amongſt them ? Ir is either farre to ſeeke, 
or elſe miſerably corrupted. | 
And the Reaſons to proue the bookes of E/dras notto 
be Canonicall Scripture againſt this SeRary, are theſe fol- 
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lowing. Firſt, becauſe they were written atthe firſt, nor 
jn Hebrew, as the bookes of the Od Teſtament were but 
in Latine:and <Saint Hierome is very confident inthis,that 
whatſocuer Books of the old Teſtament were not written 
in Hebrew, they are not canonicall. 

Secondly, becauſe the Church informer times hath not 
recejued them for canonicallreceiuing onely the 2 2 books 
of the Old Teſtament as they were antiently divided : 
and what theſe 22 bookes were may bee gathered out of 
© Euſebins ands Toſephns:but efpecially out of Hizrom,who 
doth more cleerely reie& the Apocryphall bookes inthe 
forenamed place then ſome othet of the Fathers doe, 1 
will not infift ypon turther teſtimonies out of * Epipha- 
nits, ® eAthanaſns, y Cyrill Biſhop of Hiersſalem, 
q-Damaſcene and others : becauſe I haſten to a conclu- 
fon? I know we are not any further bound to agree 
to former Churches in iudgement , then ſo farre asthey 
agreed to the truth eſpecially in matters of Faith, but 
yet to depart from the ancient Churches in that wherein 
they are ſound and Orthodoxe, is horrible preſumption 
and bewrayeth intollerable pride, 

Thirdly, a learned man of our Church ſaith of all other 
Apocryphall bookes, the bookes of E/aras are worthy of 
the leaſt credit being Ruffed full of vaine fables, fitter to 
feede curious cares, then tending to edification. 

Fourthly, thoſe bookes are nor to bee eftcemed Cano- 
nicall, in the which there be errors, but in the bookes of 
Eſdras there be errors, Erge, 

That there beerrors in the third Booke of E/aras, 1 
referre the learned to the annotations of 7/41: vpon it ; 
and that there be errors in the fourth Booke, I might cali- 


| ly proue by inſtance. For firſt; in the fourth Chapter, the 


Author faich chat ſoules are kept in the wombe of the 
earth. In the ſixth Chapter, there is atalc of two great 
fiſhes, Henoch, and Lemiathan, which no waters could 
hold. In the fourteenth Chapter hee reporteth, that rhe 
Bookes of Scripture being loſt in the Captiuiry, wr! w;

ſtored by him, and how hee had drunke of a cup of water 
as fier in colour giuen by an Angell, and ſo ſpake 4o daies 
rogether and ceaſed not; in the which ſpace, five Scribes 
wrote from his mouth 204 Bookes ; theſe and ſuchlike 
tales that Booke is full of, as our Learned Country man 
ſpeaketh , whom [1 cited before, I doe not denie but in| 
theſe bookes of E/Aras there may be many truths, eſpeci- 
ally che three laſt Chapters of the third booke, which are 
almoſt a meere tranſcript out of the canonicall E/raand 
Nehemiah: bur yet I muſt ſay of them, as Saint © Aw-| 
g#uftine lajth of them,and of all the reſt of the Apecrypha : 
in hu autem Apocryphis, etfi inuenitur aliqua veritas,ta- 
me propter multa falſa nulla eſt canonica anthoritas ,in thele 
Apocryphall bookes, although there be found ſome truth, 
yet in reſpe&t of many falſe things found in them they have | 
no canonicall authority. |

the third, which concernes matter of Exhortation, and to 
beginne with Exhortation to the Chriſtian brethren, 
_ Rill by the mercy of God remaine ſound in the 
Faith, | 
Good people, you haue heard in all the foregoing diſ- 
courſe of falſe teachers, and alſo how many ſuch at theſe 
dayes remaine amongſt vs, ſeducing many in theirpriuate 
conuenticles : giue me leaue in the next place, by way of 
introduQtion, to ſhew you the realons wherefore the Lord 
ſuffereth ſuch in his Church, and thea to propound ſome 
preſeruatiues againſt ſeduction, which may ſerue for mat- 
ter of Exhortation. For the firſt of theſe ; The Lord fuffe-

rethSeducers in his Church with long patience, and doth 
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not preſently roote them out, for diuers reaſons : 

'Firft, 'thar the goodnefſe of truth might the more ap- 
peare, whocould know the benefir of light valeſſe ſome- 
times we were ſenfble of the darkenefle of the night, as 
© Saint Orzges ſaith; euen ſo who canne know the Cenakt 
of healch but by the ſmart of ſickneſſe, orthe benefit of 1i- 
berty bur by reſtraint or impriſonment. 

\ Secondly, that the word might bee the more deepely 
ſought into. The myſtery of che Trinity had neuer beene 
ſocxaRtly handled by many ofthe Fathers in < whole Tra- 
Rates had nor divers damnable Heretickes ſprung vp to 
oppole the ſame : wherein the Lord ſhewed his fingular 
wiſedome (as hee did alfo in the firft Creation) bringing 
lighe out of darkneffe,truth ourof error, good out of euill, 
contraries out of contraries. 

| Thirdly, to tric the Gouernors of the Church, whe- 
ther like ynto the Church of Pergamms, they will tolerate 
ſuch as hold the doftrine of Balaam,Rex.2.12.0r with the

| Churchof Thyatyra, ſuffer the woman 7eſabel that callerh 


her ſelfe a propheteſſe to teach, and to ſeduce Gods ſer- 
uants, Rew.2.20. 

Fourthly,he doth it for the puniſhment'of ſuch as haue 
itching cares and ynconſtant mindes, which are neuer 1a- 
tisfied with any true teachers, eſpecial in publique, bur 
haue a luſting after the onyons and garlike of priuate er- 
rors, preferring any thing done in a priuate Conuenticle 
(though it be neuer ſo vawholeſome)before that which is 
done in the publike Congregation : itis iuſt with God 
to leaue ſych curious perſons to bee feduced by falſe 
Prophets to their owne eternall deftrution , Aficha

Fifthly, God doth it that they which are approved may 
be knowne, 1 Cor.11.19. a ſound Chriſtian is never. bet- 
ter diſcerned , then when hee is compared with ſome 
erroneous -and hereticall perſon , hence. it is that 
Saint Awgnitine ſaith in one of his.® Epiſtles, hereſis 
enim & ftandala ſuthra predifta ſunt vt inter mnmices

Now that you may be preſerued from Seducers on 
euery fide, which 1 hartily wiſh, Let mee commend 
vato you theſe Antidotes againſt ſeduRtion by way of ex- 
hortation. 

Firſt, labour to be well inſtruRed in the grounds and 
principles of true religion, how eafily is an houſe ouer- 


man remoued from that truth wherein hee was neuer 
grounded and rooted? for the which cauſe in the primi- 
tive Church, as © Saint Awugu#Zine faith, Baptiſme was ad- 
miniſtred rono Heathen turning Chriſtian, but yntoſuch 
as were firſt inftructed in points of Catechiſme : and this 
indeede was an excellent meanes to preuent inconſtancie 
and apoſtahie, | 

Secondly, receiue the truth.in the loue of- it ; men are 
| hardly drawne from © that they loue : Dawid loued the 
Law better then Gold and Siluer ; and hence 'it was that 
hee could never be drawne from it by any Idolatrous 
ſeducer, P/al. t19. There is no greater cauſe, why ma- 
ny become Apoſtates from the truth, then want of ſound 
loue ynto it, | 


be experimentall : a man is hardly perſwaded by any art 
againſt his owne experience : tell a man of meane vader- 
anding, that the Crow js white,” and the Snow blacke, 
yea vie all the logicke you can to proue it, you ſhall never 
perſwade him : and why ? becauſe he knowes the contra- 
ry by experietice :euen ſo,if we knew by experience what 
it were todeny our {elues, and to depend -ypon Chriſt a- 
Lone for juſtification, no Papiſt ſhould ener be ableto per- 


turned which hathno foundation : euen ſo how ſoone is a | 
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experience the infinite benefit of Gods Sabbath, no Fami- 
liſt ſhould euer preuaile with vs to haue it in contempt: 
" experience maketh men reſolute, 

Fourthly,beware of reading ſchiſmarical boo'rs,though 
they be offred vnto you as afriendly gift; beware of fre- 
quenting the company and conuenticles of ſeducers, 
though you be neuer ſo kindely inuired by falſe friends; 
ſeeming friendly gifts tending to ſeduRtion, are like the 
Troias horſe, which was pretended to be the © gift of 
AMinerxa, but it proued The deſtruRion of Troy. In the 
Romiſh Church the common people are not permitted to 
meddle with our bookes. I would the Papifts were not 
in this particular more prouident for Antichrift , then we 
Proteſtants are for Chriſt. 

Fiftly, be praRicall in Religion : be doers of the will of 
God, and then ye ſhall know of the doctrine, whether it 


our Saujour 1 effect ſpeaketh, Tohr7.16. if it be well ob- 
ſerued what kinde of Profeſſors they be ordinarily which 
fall of from che Church ro ſets and ſ{ehiſmes. I doe not 
doubr but it will cafily appeare , that for che moſt part 
they are ſuch, as had a forme of godlineſſe, but denied the 
power;as Saint Pas! ſpeakes of the hypocrites ofthis time, 
2 7 im.3.5. whereupon Theophilatt faith moſt truely in 
his Annotations vpon © Marth.

Flea apo , in the chaire of peſtilences: let my counſell 
be auaileable with you, and breake of your vngodly courſe 
of ſeducing Gods ſeruants, 1 know you rage againſt mee 
for going about to reclaime you, and for endeauouring to 
preſerue my flocke from your ſeducements: but may it 
not juſtly be ſaid of you in this reſpeR, as © Saint Cyprian 
ſaichof ſomein his time ; Sacerdotibus ſacrilegus traſtr- 
tur, atque o tnam nmianm furioſe dimentiam, traſcern es 
qus abs te awertere tram dei nititur, et mmaris, qus pro te 
domint miſericordiam deprecatur : qui vulnus tuum ſentit, 


madneſle inthee; thou art angry with him which endea- 
uoureth to auert Gods wrath from thee ; thou threatneſt 
him which imploreth mercy for thee at the hands of God, 
which feeles chy wound which thou thy ſelfe doſt not 
feeie. But to paſſe by your furie with compaſſion, I will en- 
deauour to cure you of your phrenfie,and that two wayes. 
Firſt, by ſhewing you the cauſes of your diſeaſe as a nece(-
